The Colonel did just fine on 
Lincoln’s birthday. His wreath 
was made up of magnolia blos- 
soms and the long green leaves 
from the same tree. He walked, 
clad in a Confederate uniform, 
righ‘ along with President Dwight 
B. Eisenhower, who carried a 
wreath of red, white and bhie 
carnations, and Gen. U. S. Grant. 
the 3rd (retired), who had a 
wreath of roses and carnations. 

In fact, Rebel Virden fudged 
a little.. He stuck a couple of 
small Confederate battle flags in 
his wreath. All this no doubt 
pleased the shadow of Old Abe 
and all would have gone merry 
as an old-time wake had not Col. 
Virden, overcome by the occasion, 
said, ‘“‘The breach is healed. 
Ninety years is long enough to 
carry a grudge.”’ 


Gnats 


It is, of course. But in Arkansas, 
and from various departments of 
Daughters of the Confederacy, 
came..small swarms of verhal 
gnats to sting Commander Bohlin- 
ger into piteous wails.

There is no grander character 
than Rebel Virden. Things always 


happen to him. During the war | 


he was with a fighter group with 
the 14th Air Force in China and 
the Middle East for most of his 
service. Earlier he was torpedoed 
en a transport in the Mediter- 
ranean. More than 1,000 men 


were lost. When Col. Virden 


boarded the transport he and his 
group were sent far forward to 
sleep on the open deck. He pro- 
tested mightily at not being al- 
lowed in the mid-ship section 
where staterooms were allocated 
to others. The bomb hit the ship 
dead center and only those far 
forward and aft survived. After 
the war, into 1952, he was a

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Let’s Dig Into 
Harmon’s Status 


A local trial, which at times seemed 
almost straining to become sensational, 
has ended with a court-directed dismissal 
of liquor-store-salesman Howard McGill, 
charged with embezzlement. The charge 
of embezzling $127,000 was dismissed on 
the grounds that the indictment charged 
him. with stealing from a partnership 
which does not exist. 


During the trial many questions were 
asked, all emphatically denied and sup- 
ported by no*evidence, which apparently 
had for their purpose the embarrassment 
of city officials and others. Presumably 
this was because the so-called “silent 
partner,” Murray Harmon, is a reportedly 
“influential” man politically. He is a man 
with a past record of liquor law viola- 
tions, and we have editorially asked here 
on past occasions why he was ever allowed 
in the legal liquor business as a silent or 
active businessman. We think he and his 
record badly need looking into and we 
hope a grand jury can do so without 
falling into the trap of partisan city and 
county politics which, it seemed to us, was 
responsible for much of the questioning 
which went on in the trial. The questions 
were, on their face, heavily loaded po- 
litically. 

Not being attorneys we hope there will 
be further explanation of the decision. 

If a man is indicted for stealing from 
a corporation and it is revealed the cor- 
poration papers were not properly drawn, 
is he then not to be tried? Why does the 
civil aspect of a case nullify the criminal 
charge? 

Also, if the indictment was defective, 
as it apparently was, why was the point 
delayed until after two days and more of 


testimony? Was this just for the ‘‘sensa- 
tion? 
Also, the .clubs—American Legion, 


Elks, et al, which have legitimate licenses, 
cannot have the “owner” in charge of the 
store. This needs clarification. 


On the basis of evidence offered we 
urge the license involved be suspended 
and that a full investigation be made into 
the status of Murray Harmon and all 
others whose business methods are sus- 
pect. And let’s do it outside the county- 
city feud.

One ‘Through’ Road 
Just Leads to Another 


Speaking Thursday in Atlanta before 
the national convention of American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers, Col. Mose E. Cox, 
bore down on the idea that expressway 
planning is a task that never ends. 

Colonel Mose ought to know. As execu- 
tive secretary of the Joint Bond Commis- 
sion (Atlanta and Fulton County), he car- 
ries on his broad and capable shoulders 
the job of directing the construction of 
the Atlanta Expressway system—a project 
that goes on and on. 

His position has made him the con- 
venient target of criticism and taught him, 
he says, that an expressway builder must 
have a sense of humor and a thick skin. 
We feel he qualifies. 


What Col. Cox means by saying the 
building of street and highway facilities 
is a continuous task is that one “through” 
road or access way leads to another. A’ by- 
pass is constructed and the traffic gets so 
heavy on the new road that a third route 
must be planned to bypass the bypass. 

As long as the population of Amer- 
ica grows as it does, as long as it travels 
increasingly as it grows, we'll have with 
us the problem of highways and byways to 
handle the movement. The road builders 
will always be trying to catch up. Plan- 
ning must be flexible, planning must be 
continuous. 

We would not have it otherwise. It's 
like trying to keep Junior in shoes that 
fit. 

The community that has no parking 
problem and no traffic woes has stopped 
growing. Before long someone will be 
calling it dead.

Big Four Conference 
To Become Big Five? 


The Berlin Big Four Conference has 
ended in the usual stalemate. But de- 
spite disappointment at any real progress 
toward easing East-West tension, cértain 
concrete results are visible. 


Both sides have made gains in the 
propaganda war, but the West seems to 
have gotten the better of the word battle. 
Soviet inflexibility and intransigence have 
been demonstrated once again for all the 
world to see. Molotov was on the defen- 
sive during most of the conference. 


On the other hand, the wily Russians 
won a victory in getting Communist China 
included in the April 26 Geneva Confer- 
ence on Korea and Indochina. Actually 
such a conference would appear to be 
meaningless without them, but Molotov’s 
hammering did win the concession. 


The Asian conference thus will be a 
Big Five meeting—a major objective of 
the Soviets. The decision once more will 
delay French decision on the European 
Army — another major Communist aim. 
The Reds are holding out a prospect for 
peace in Indochina but their price is still 
a disarmed Germany. 


United States agreement to a Big Five 
meeting was forced by France’s domes- 
tic political situation and the desire of the 
French people to end the Indochina War 
which has been such a drain on their man- 
power and resources. 


There's no reason to hope that any set- 
tlements will come out of the Geneva Con- 
ference, either, but while there is still a 
possibility of negotiation they must con- 
tinue. Talk is cheaper than war and there 
is always the slim hope that somehow 
satisfactory progress can be made toward 
peace. A Big Five meeting will focus fur- 
ther attention on East-West differences 
and give world public opinion a chance to 
function. 


The Communists fought another delay- 
ing action at Berlin. They succeeded in 
part. The Geneva Conference is likely to 
be a repetition of that performance.

Money Cannot Measure 
Georgia Soil Saving 


Down at Perry the Ocmulgee’Soil Con- 
servation District reports that 700 addi- 
tional farms in its 14-county aréa were 
planned for soil and water conservation 
last year. Total new acreage thus brought 
under scientific planning added up to 152,- 
000 acres. 


During the next few weeks there will 
be similar reports from the other districts 
over the state. All of them will indicate 
that Georgia farmers are still interested in 
saving the state’s soil resources and in 
putting their lands to work doing the jobs 
nature intended for them to do. 

It would not be possible to add up in 
dollars and cents the value that has ac- 
crued to the nation as a result of the soil 
conservation program. Millions of acres 
of the nation’s land resources have been 
saved from destruction and millions of 
other acres have been restored to profit- 
able production. 


The surprising thing is that there has 
always been a determined opposition to 
the program as administered by the Fed- 
eral Government. Much of this stems 
from the fact that taxpayers’ money has 
been used to pay a great deal of the cost. 
Farmers are criticised for accepting pay 
for what they should do themselves. 

The fact is, however, that the farmers 
were not doing the job. Lack of financial 
resources and of credit to undertake such 
work contributed to a progressive de- 
terioration of the nation’s farmlands: 
Since the country faced eventual extinc- 
tion because of its wasted soils, it be- 
came a national problem requiring fed- 
eral action. 


No taxpayer's money ever invested in 
the nation’s future has been more wisely 
spent. In addition to the@isible evidence 
in every state of the nation, there is the 
invisible education that has given the 
farmer the know-how to utilize his soil 
and to save his lands and water. No mone- 
tary value can be placed on that. 


We. salute the Ocmulgee Soil Conser- 
vation District for its continued good 
work. We agree with President Eisen- 
hower that the conservation program 
should be expanded, not curtailed.

Augusta—In récent editorials re- 
garding the coming governor's 
race you expressed yourself as 
reserving for the time being any 
announcement of support for a 
candidate.

This probably is going to come as a shock

On Firings 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 \#—Ber- 
special counsel 
to President Eisenhower, said to- 
day he had made an “unfortunate 
mistake’ last November by label- 
ing as ‘“‘subversives’’ all federal 
employes dropped under the ad- 
ministration’s security program. 
Shanley said his remark that 
"1,456 subversives have been 
kicked out of government jobs 
since the President assumed of- 
fice’’ was interpolated in a speech 
he prepared for a New Jersey ad- 
vertising group Nov. 6, 1953. 
Two weeks before, the White 
House announced that 1,456 em- 
ployes on whom there were ‘‘un- 
favorable reports’’ had heen dis- 
missed or had resigned during the 
first 4'2 months of the Eisenhower 
security program. 
This figure was increased to 
2,200 in the President's State of 
the Union message Jan. 7. In 
neither case was there a break- 
down to separate the actual dis- 
loyal from drunkards, sex per- 
verts, loose talkers and others re- 
garded only as ‘security’ risks. 
Officials have said since that 
some of those resigning did not 
know their files contained any de- 
rogatory information.
